South Kentucky Rural Electric Cooperative Corporation (“South Kentucky”) is 

requested, pursuant to 807 KAR 51001, to file with the Commission the original and 

eight copies of the following information, with a copy to all parties of record. The 

information requested herein is due on or before August 16, 2005. Each copy of the 

data requested should be placed in a bound volume with each item tabbed. When a 

number of sheets are required for an item, each sheet should be appropriately indexed, 

for example, Item l(a), Sheet 2 of 6. Include with each response the name of the 

person who will be responsible for responding to questions relating to the information 

provided. Careful attention should be given to copied material to ensure that it is 

legible. Where information herein has been previously provided, in the format requested 

herein, reference may be made to the specific location of said information in responding 

to this information request. 

I. Refer to Application Exhibit C. South Kentucky proposes to increase its 

office space from 1,651 square feet in the current facility to 6,550 square feet, to 



increase its warehouse space from 2,293 square feet to 7,270 square feet and to add 

2,180 square feet of covered storage.

2. Refer to Application Exhibit D. South Kentucky states, “The existing 

building and property was used as partial payment for the land of which the proposed 

new facility will be located.” 

a. State the value of the existing building, the existing property and 

the land for the proposed facility. 

b. Provide details of the disposition of the current facility and the 

breakdown of the use of the proceeds. 

3. Refer to Application Exhibit A, Sheets 2, 3, and 5 of 6. South Kentucky 

states that it will need an increase in rates in 2009 for distribution revenue requirement 

purposes with or without the new buildings.
